One of them repeated 
the name of Walter G. Robbins aloud after 
reading the name of W. Vernon Booth, and 
commenting on a statement by the grand 
jury to the effect that the first name of the

Judge Windes Commands Board 
of Review to Reconvene. 


REFORM BODY’S PLEA WINS. 


Asked $7,000,000 Reassessment of Big 
Stockholders; Appeal Next. 


The principal stockholders of the Inter- 
national Harvester company will be re- 
assessed by order of the Circuit court.. That 
was indicated’ yesterday after a bitter and 
prolonged court fight when Judge Windes 
issued a writ of mandamus and judgment 
order directing the Cook county board of 
review to reconvene forthwith and reassess 
the stockholders, 

Judge Windes action was taken on the 
application of the IIlinois Tax Reform asso- 
ciation, which has demanded that the board 
of review be forced to tax the chief stock- 
holders—members of the McCormick and 
Deering families—$7,000,000, of which §2,500,- 
000 is penalty on former alleged wrong as- 
sesaments. 


Fight Begins in 1907. 

The suit on which the order was issued was 
begun by Maxwell Edgar as secretary of the 
Illinois Tax Reform association in August, 
1907. It was alleged then that the board of 
review had failed to assess the stockholders 
of the harvester company on their stock in 
that concern. 

In September, 1907, it was later set forth, 
the board of review assessed the stockholders 
$11,000,000, and this was set up in the board's 
answer to the suit. 

The plaintiff, however, contended that this 
assessment was not large enough and that 
taxes should also be assessed for former 
years when no assessment had been made. 

The total tax asked was $4,500,000, with an 
additional penalty on back taxes of $2,500,000. 

The pleadings offered by the tax associa- 
tion were declared insufficient and Ossian 
Guthrie and Robert S. Iles, the latest attor- 
neys used by Edgar in the suit, admitted 
this, and a new replication was filed. 

‘his was amended from time to time, and 
the final replication was filed Friday. 

Attorney Edgar B. Tolman for the board of 
review entered a demurrer to this, but it was 
overruled. 


Appeal Is Probable. 

Judge Windes, who had indicated for a 
month past that he would issue the writ of 
mandamus, during the day entered the judg- 
ment order to compel the board of re- 
view to reassemble and make a new assess- 
ment on the stockholders. 

Notice of an appeal was given and the 
case probably will go through all the higher | 
courts for final adjudication. 

The decision of Judge Windes probably 
marks the end of the first chapter of the 
case, but that there will be many additional 
instaliments of the story dealing with the 
legal fight is regarded as 4 certainty.

~ LONG LINE OF ACHIEVEMENTS. 

The record of laws passed by congress, 
the initiative of which rested with Mr. 
Roosevelt, the story of individual proc- 
lamations and invitations born in the 
White house. itself, and the actual 
written history of real achievements 
are sufficient of themselves to sur- 
prise even the friends of the man who, 
just as surely as Washington, laid down 
power he might have had because he did 
not believe it to be for the of the 
people that even he himself sh have it. 
‘To this record of things done there 
must be added in all fairness what may 
he termed the reflex nervous action of the 
Roosevelt administration. The president 
told me the other day, in discussing with 
rare modesty his own achievements, that 
in NN opinion the best thmg he had 
in the presidency was to stimulate the 
young men of the country to higher ideals 
of public life, and through them to raise 
the general average of citizenship in the 
republic. 
In a thousand communities im the land 
there are little coteries of men who look 
up to the president, not so much for what 
he is or what he has done as for what he 
represents. Talk to these men and you 
will find they will admit the president is 
far from perfect. In fact, when he makes 
a mistake they seem to like him the better 
for it, beca it is convincing proof he is 
a man and a god, so that he may be 
followed and imitated, and perhaps even 
equaled by other men. 


HIS SPIRIT ABROAD IN LAND. 


It is the Rooseveltian spirit abroad in 
the land, the spirit of the upliét, the spirit 
of righteousness for righteousness’ sake 
in public life, and of hostility alike to 
the monopoly of the capitalist and the 
labor agitator, which is Possibly the most 
permanent impress of the Roosevelt period 
in the American republic. Railroad ‘rate 
laws and pure food laws, and irrigation 
works, and canal digging, and similar 
achievements which look well on the 
written record are possibly ephemeral as 


Feompared with this reflex influence of one 


man, who, with his bounding enefgy and 
blind devotion to an ideal, has infected 
with his own good qualities tens of thou- 
sands of men who are determined to 
make thé republic better for their having 
been of it and in it. 

Eliminating gl) the things which were 
merely attempted, ignoring al] the minor 
activities of the Roosevelt administration, 


ly upon things actually done, the benefit 
of which is incontestable, and the in- 
fluence of which every one understands, 
it is possible to compile a formidable 
table of things which are of record and 
which may be termed the principal defi- 
nite achievements of President Roosevelt 
from the day he assumed the supreme 
power upon the death of McKinley, Sept. 
14, 1901, until the 4th of March, 1908, 
when he is turn over the keys of the 
White house to William Howard Taft. 


HAD MANY EFFICIENT AIDS. 


Before presenting this table in concrete 
form it is only fair to say that Theodore 
Roosevelt did not do it all. He had be- 
hind him many men of many minds, find 
of great ability. His executive work was 
largely accomplished. through the hearty 
cojperation of the heads of the great gov- 
ernment departments. He passed no laws 
by himself. 
have been lacking had he not had the eo- 
operation of a congress both branches of 
which were of his own political faith and 
the great majority of the members of 
which, regardless of politics, followed him 
either from choice or on compulsion in his 
work for the people. 

There were, besides, thousands of sub- 


tens of thousands in private life who 
helped on the good work by ad- 
vice, by personal assistance, by the 
display of loyalty, and by the creation of 
public opinion. All of these things are to 
be taken into consideration, and it must 
not be supposed that the record of things 
done in the Roosevelt administration is 
merely a history of the activity of the 
president himself. 


HE THE PRIME MOVER. 


On the other hand, it should be admit- 
ted at the outset that a large share of 
the credit is due personally in every case 
to Mr. Roosevelt. He could not pass 
laws by himself, but he could and did 
initiate movements which resulted in laws. 
Furthermore, he was enabled to create by 
force of his strenuous enthusiasm a public 
sentiment -which forced a reluctant con- 
gress in some cases to adopt the measures 
he desired. He breathed the breath of 
life into so many public men, and he was 
the personal compelling force in so many 
cases that to him more than to any one 
man is due the credit of the long record 
of achievements of his administration. It 
was in his message that railroad regula- 
tion first became an issue. It was he who 
instituted the prosecution which dis-

WORK THAT REQUIRED NERVE. 

It would be easy enough to separate all 
of these achievements into certain formal 
classes, and yet before that is done I 
want to suggest one novel classification 
which might not occur to the average 
student of the history of the administra- 
tion. This is the grouping et a certain 
class of achioverants which required 
peculiar nerve on the part of the 
president. That is to say, they could not 
have been accomplished unless he had 
disregarded precedent, stépped outsi#fie the 
strict line of his constitutional duties 
ignored red tape, and taken a stand fo1 
bimself. In all these eases he utilized the 


influence of his great office, ‘but he pro- 


ceeded without regard to law so far aa 
the law is mandatory. In no case can it 
be said that he violated either the Jaw or 


the constitution, but he did shatter, che 
precedents which clung about the ‘office. 


and he did proceed on his own initiative 
on lines never prescribed. for the duties (f 
a president of the United States. On the 
other hand, in every one of these 80 
one finds that he succeeded in doi pe 
thing remarkably well and doing it in a 
way which concentrated upon himself the 
principal credit for thé act. One might 
readily classify these cases somewhat as 
follows:

DEFIES PRECEDENT; NOT LAW. 

At the risk of retailing some of the 
secret history of the administration which 
will have to be told some day in any 
event, I propose to explain why I put 
these achievements in a group by them- 
selves and label them as having been 
peculiarly  Rooseveltian, because they 
were accomplished in defiance of prece- 
dent, yet without defiance of the law. 
Some people may define nerve as fresb- 
ness, others may call it courage. Prob- 
ably there was a little bit of both in all 
of these acts, and in using the word nerve 
1 be‘ieve I am accepting the designation 
which the president himself would give to 
those very acts and which he would prob- 
ably consider the highest of praise. 

Suppose we analyze a bit. In the first 
place, there is the Panama canal, which 
in many respects is and will continue to 
be the greatest achievement of the admin- 
istration. Few people understand the real 
part played by President Roosevelt in the 
beginning which made possible actual 
work by America on the big isthmiaa 
ditch. We had secured from the Republic 
of Colombia a concession for the building 
of the canal after the sale by the French 
company had been completed. 

With characteristic duplicity the isth- 
mian republic thought it saw a chance to 
blackmail the United States. It refused to 
make the necessary arrangements after the 
original treaty was agreed upon, the idea 
being that Uncle Sam, rather than submit 
to delay, would pay almost any amount of 
hush money, a certain percentage of 
which, it may as well be understeod, was 
to have gone direct into the pockets ot 
certain South American diplomats and 
officials. President Roosevelt did not 
want to be blackmailed, and in fact he 
could not be, because the act of congress 
providing for the transfer was specific and 
limited. 


TROUBLES ALREADY THERE. 

It is a great mistake to suppose that 
President Roosevelt or any member of his 
administration in any way fomented or 
encouraged the revolution which resulted 
in the creation of the new Republic of 
Panama as an offshoot from the old Re- 
public of Colombia. Such an idea is gen- 
eral, but it is none the less erroneous. 
The facts are that from the beginning of

ocean to ocean and like the line of the 
mathematician has length as practically 
its only dimension. 

It did take nerve to put the United 
States into a position where it could ne- 
gotiate with the Republic of Panama. The 
revolt on the isthmus took place on Nov. 
Z, whereas the treaty between the United 
States and Colombia was ratified by the 
senate on March 17, 1903. Colombia had 
that time within which it might have ac- 
cepted the identical propositions which 
were subsequentiy submitted to the new 
Republic of Panama. Ten days after the 
revolution Panama was recognized as a 
new nation, and five days later a treaty 
was signed, which has become the basis 
on which the United States is now build- 
ing the canal. 

MIGHT BE, NEGOTIATING YET. 

Had President Roosevelt continued to 
negotiate with Colombia he might have 
been negotiating yet, and the first 
shovel would still to have been struck 
into the soil of the isthmus aftes 
the French had left behind them their un- 
completed task. It was a stroke of genius

The sudden shift to the Panama 
line, the advantageous bargain with the 
French compauy, and the fortuitous revo- 
lution which permitted the making of a 
treaty with a new and eager canal nation 
are all parts of, the accomplishments pf 
the short, broad shouldered man who is 
about to exchange the turmoil of the 
White house for the peace and comfort of 
the African jungle. 
THE GREAT COAL STRIKE. 

Then there was the anthracite coal 
strike. It began on May 12 and ended on 
Oct. 21, 1902. It involved about 150,000 
employés, and the estimated total loss 
was something like $30,000,000. Eyvery 


householder and tens of thousands of poor 


people remember the dismay which was 
caused throughout the country when the 
prices of hard coal began to mount up- 
ward until they reached famine rates. 

The coal Operators representing the great 
roads running through the anthracite ro- 
gion were stubbornly opposed to any com- 
promise. The miners, believing their 
cause to be just, would not go to work oa 
any basis until there had been a definite 
settlement of the dispute. 
Civic Federation failed to bring the two 
principal bodies together. The consumers 
of the country were, of course, the princi- 
pal sufferers. The poor people were de- 
prived of heat altogether for a time, tha 
well to do felt the pinch of double coal 
bills, and even the rich were made aware 
of the fact that a great social catastro- 
phe had fallen upon the land. “ There was 
really ao machinery which would bring 
the two parties to the dispute together, 
or which in any way could operate the 
mines in the meanwhile for the benefit 
of the people. 


ROOSEVELT TAKES A HAND. 

It Was at this stage of the proceedings 
that Theodore Roosevelt took a hand in 
the game. He had been president then 
but a little over a year. He was still 
looked upon with suspicion by the con- 
servative element. He had succeeded io 
the presidency as the result of a shocking 
murder, and it was by no means certain 
that he could command the support of his 
party so as to secure an election to the 
presidency in his own right. Senator 
Mark Hanna of Ohio, his most probable 
opponent, was at the head of the Civic 
federation which had vainly attempted 
to settle the strike. 

Almost any politician of the type 
termed “ prudent” would have hid in the 
cyclone cellar in this contingency and 
would have pleaded that the law and the 
constitution did not give him er to act. 
Not so Theodore Roosevelt, and it is to 
his everlasting credit that he was not 
afraid to utilize the influence of his office

‘OUTLINES . erdartine PLAN. 

It is true, as many people know, tht | 
when the strike began to reach its crisis, 
and when every other effort had failed to 
bring the miners and operators ‘together, 
President Roosevelt summoned to the 
White house Lieut. Gen. Schofield, then in 
command of the army of the United States. 
To him the president outlined a startling 


plan. There had been disorder in the 


mining district of a serious character. The 
governor of Pennsylvania was to be in: 
fluenced to call upon the United States 
for troops to suppress the disorder. Gen. 
Sch¢field was to have his army in reati- 
and as soon as the formal request 
was received from the governor hé was 
to send regular soldiers into the anthra- 
cite region. .As-soon as they arrived there 
they were to declare martial law. Im- 
mediately’ thereafter they were to seize 
every mine in the state of Pennsylvania, 
operate it, sell coal at regular prices, and 
make an accounting later on, The scheme 
was perfect. It could have been done. 

It. weuld have broken the strike the 
minute the troops undertook to operate the 
mines, and there is no doubt, constitution 
or no constitution, that the people of the 
United States in the stress of the great 
commercial calamity would have sus- 
tained the army and would have kept it in 
the coal regions until peace had been ar- 
rived at. 

This is no dream of what might have hap- 
dened. It is the simple story of what he 
president told Gen. Schofield in an official 
conference at the White house, and the 
army of the United States at that time 
was ready, upon the request of the gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania, to operate the an- 


thracite coal mines for the benefit of the 


people, leaving the miners and the oper- 
ators to fight out their dispute for as long 
a time as they saw fit. 


CONFERENCE IN WHITE HOUSE. 

The conference called by the president 
met at the White house on Oct. 3, and 
eleven days later he named the arbitrators 
who were to decide the questions at issue, 
the mines being operated in the mean- 
while on a temporary peace basis. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt does not do things by 
stealth, and it is easily to be imagined 
that President Baer of the operators and 
Piesident Mitchell of the miners were 
aware of the fact that if; they did not 
agree to the arbitration proposed by the 
president they would have to face the 
operation of the mines in which they were 
both personally interested under the di 


arbitrators made their award on March 
21, 1903, and it was accepted by both 
sides. 


1 There was not the shadow of a law 


as. authority for the creation of that 
board ‘of arbitrators. It had its ‘origin 
in the good government instincts of the 
president himself, and for its vast success 
he and he only is entitled to the credit. 


SETTLING RUSSIAN WAR. 

Usually what is every man’s business 
is no man’s business. That was particu- 
larly true in regard to the horrible war- 
fare between the Russians and the Jap- 
anese. The war had cost about 175,000 
lives and a billion and a half in money at 
the very least. All the nations of Europe 
were afraid to interfere because their 
motives might be misconstrued and be- 
cause all of them had ajliances more or 
less secret with one or the other of the 
belligerents. If there had been a preai- 


dent of the United States who had offęred 


his services as a mediator in a perfunc- 
tory fashion, and had been content to ac- 
cept a refusal, or had been willing to be 
a party to the failure of a conference, 


many more lives and other millions of 


money would surely have been sacrificed. 

It so happened that President Roosevelt 
had a system of diplomacy .all his own. 
He did not wait to be asked by other 
people to act, but he acted for himself 0 
swiftly, so surely, and so independently 
that his invitation to a peace conference 
became almost a command which-the be!- 
ligerents could aot ignore without stop- 
ping to count the possible cost. 

After the battle of the Sea of Japan in 
1905 the president had a conference June 
1 with Baron Takahira, the Japanese min- 
ister. The following day Count Cassini, 
the Russian ambassador, was called ta 
the White house. Instantly our repre- 
sentatives in Toklo and St. Petersburg 
received urgent instructions. Soon the 
cables began to carry not polite diplomatic 


notes, but warm blooded personal tele- 


graphic letters to the czar and the mikado 
direct. A formal identical note was sent 
to the two sovereigns: on June 10 and 
three days later the proposals for péace 
made by the United States were accepted. 
PEACE OF PORTSMOUTH. 

The history of the Portsmouth peace 
conference is too recent and too well un- 
derstood to need any elaboration. It is 
only necessary to recall the fact that if 
the representatives of the two powers had 
been left to themselves they would surely 
have split, the war would have been re- 
newed, and thousands of human lives 
would have been lost, to say nothing of 
the money cost. Disdainful of diplomatic 
propriety, intolerant of foolish formality, 
with but a single purpose in view and 
that peace with honor to both belligerents, 
it was Roosevelt who N master of 
the situation. .

No toes have been trod 
upon, no national pride has been insulted, 
and no ships have broken down and 
lag into port behind the main column. 
The object lesson is complete, and today 
the Atlantic seaboard, like the Pacific, is 
better guarded because of this trip than 
it ever could be guarded by stationary 
battleships, by mines, and by guns in hid- | 
den emplacements. 

MONEY PANIC OF 1907. 

Finally there is in this list of extra ex- 
ecutive actions, of things which required 
the exercise of personal responsibility. 
and any one of which, if it had gone 
wrong, would have resulted in vabt blame,

| recovering. The situation in a way was 
grotesque. Here was a man in the White 
house who was known the world over #$ 
a trust buster. He was used in Wall 
street to frighten men as the bogey man 
was in old time nurseries. He was 
charged with every crime known to the 
calendar of high finance. He was hate i 
and despised and feared there in the 
seatd of the mighty, and he was charged 
with responsibility for loss of income and 
loss of sleep, for failure to make fortunes 
out of the unfortunate, and for interfer- 
ence’ with the predatory schemes of the 
| wicked rich. 

All of a sudden, at a time when the 
country was absolutely unprepared for 


street finance began to tear across. the. 
middle. Men whose names were house 
bold words, although the words were not 
always of the best kind, precipitated one 
failure after another. For a while the 
country didn’t care. It was a Wall street 
panic, a rich man’s scare, and the great 
part of the people was unconcerned. 2 

But soon it became apparent that the 
vast demand for money in New York was 
crippling the rest of the country. Banks 
iy the interior, being unable to realize on 
their funds held in New York, were 
compelled to resort to clearing house cer- 
tificates, and before e country knew 
what had happened almost every bank in 
the United States had stopped cash pay- 
ments and was really repudiating its obli- 
gations from morning until night without 
closing its doors. 


LAW STRETCHED N CRISIS. 

It was a ( ‘sis which required united 
action by every one who had the best’ 
interests of the nation at heart. It was 
the irony of fate that Wall street was 
compelled to apply to Theodore Rochevelt 
to save Wall street from itself. Every 
resource of the United States treasury was 
| exhausted to assist in restoring confidence 
and in stopping the panic. It may as well 
be admitted now as later on that the 
law was stretched to the breaking point 
to assist in the good work. A provision 
by which the treasury was permitted to 
issue certificates of indebtedness for cur- 
rent expenses was stretched to mean that 
money might be borrogred in such ways 
and that bonds might be issued at a time 
when the national banks owed the gov- 
ernment many millions of money they 
could not possibly have paid without li- 
quidating the securities put up. 

So far as the action of the treasury was 
concerned there was a good deal that was 
illegal about it, but the emergency was 
superior to the law, and he would be a 
brave man who would seriously criticise 
the president for the courage with which 
he shut his eyes to the limitations of his 
financial power.

than that needed. He had to have some- 
thing of the wisdom of the serpent. He 
was compelled to cajole, to combine, to 
play one element off against another, and 
finally even to compromise with his own 
convictions of what was wise and pru- 
dent. 

It would be extremely unfair to eon- 
gress to assume that every law passed 
during the Roosevelt administration was 
a feather in the cap of the president 
alone. It is true, however, that he was 
largely responsible for many of the gvod 
things done by congress during the period 
between the death of McKinley and the 
accession of aft. The president’s part 
was a difficult one in every case. He 
did not create the demand for better laws, 
but he reeognized the time when public 
opinion was ready to combine on such a 
demand. He never hesitated to impress 
his views on congress, although many 
people thought he was making himself 
ridiculous because of his many messages 
and the frequency. of bis invitations to be 
up and doing bout a multitude ot things. 

In this the generalship of the president 
was without flaw. A distinguished states- 
man once said to me: Don't you worry 
about Roosevelt. There isn’t a better 
press agent in the country. He knows 
more about public opinion than any news- 
paper editor that ever lived, and he knows 
better how to reach the people than all 
the correspondents, and editors, and pub- 
lishers of, all the papers put together.” 

In a way this was literally true. The 
president always depended upon public 
opinion. When be found he had this bpin- 
jon back of him, he never allowed the 
people to forget what he was after. When 

things were quiet he fired in a new mes- 
sage. When congress seemed ready to 
forget its duty, the president in some way 
managed to let the people make known 
their wishes in no unmistakable manner. 

TO PUBLIC OPINION. 

it was in this way, by a constant appeal 

to the force of public opinion. by enlisting 
the people on his side, and by driving con- 
traditional inertia, that he 


: 


succeeded in crowding through, against the 
most violent opposition by enormous inter- 
ests, four such reformatory measures as 
those which regulated railroad rates, pro- 
vided for pure food products, inspected 
the packing touses, and modified and en- 


larged the old law of the liability of the 


employer to the employé. Every one of 
those things would have at least been 
postponed for many a long year if it had 
not been for the persistent hammering, in 
season and out of season, which the man 
Roosevelt did not think incompatible with 
his dignity as chief magistrate. 

It is scarcely any wonder that the old 
heads in congress, still sore from the drub- 
bing they received in the spring and sum- 
mer of 1906, when the legislative activity 
of the president made itself most felt, have 


devoted themselves in the closing days of 


his administration, when they fear him no 
longer, to feeble and futile efforts at get- 
ting even. 

Largely on his initiative the bill cre 
ating the department of commerce was 
passed, denatured alcohol was relieved 
from tax, a new system of naturalization 
was put into effect, both the army and 
the navy were reorganized, @ new militia 
system was adopted, 
mitted as a state, an emergency curren- 
cy act was passed to prevent future 
money stringe:.:ies, and the whole consu- 
lar system of the United States was at 
last put upon a business basis. Through 
all of this congress has done its part, for 
which it is ta have the credit, and yet no 
one could have been placed in a position 
to watch the wheels go round without 
being fully aware of the fact that the 
great dynamo which supplied the power 
was in the White house. 


FORESTS AND CONSERVATION. 

There is a group of activities which the 
president himself ip inclined to place close 
to the top of the list because he rightly 
believes they concern more permanent im- 
provements and affect more people than 
some of the things which have attracted 
more attention. Mr. Roosevelt is intensely 
interested in in lines of improvement 
which may be said to concern the com- 


mercial and personal life of the people and 


Oklahoma was ad- 


which possibly may be fully appreciated 
only after many years have passed. They 
are still in the preliminary stage, and have 
by no means reached the period of ae 
complishment, 

President Roosevelt, however, should 
always be remembered for what he has 
personally done to arouse public senti- 
ment in the development and the con- 
servation of the natural resources of the 
country. His life in the west gave 
him an idea as to the vast value of an in- 
telligent system of irrigation, and he ham- 
mered away at it in message after mes- 
sage. 

In the same way he has been the per- 
sistent friend of the forests and has 
probably done more to arouse public sen- 
timent in this direction than any other 
force at present visible. It was he who 
conceived the idea of bringing together 
the governors of the states to concert 
measures for safeguarding the forests, for 
developing the mines intelligently, for in- 
creasing the value of the great waterways, 
and for a general policy of wise super- 
vision and conservation of the vast re- 
sources of the United States which have 
been squandered in the past, but which 
ought to be saved now for future gen- 
erations. ‘The historic conference at the 
White house last year and the deep wat- 
erway convention the year before are pret- 
ty good monuments to the level headed 
statesmanship of President Roqsevalt, in 
that he has acted wisely, prudently, and 
with remarkable foresight. 


WISE IN FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


It is a significant thing that all the noise 
and the fury of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration have been concentrated upon af- 
fairs purely domestic. When it has come 
to things foreign and international there 
is evident a certain conservative and yet 
rather dashing diplomacy which has 
achieved definite results, yet apparently 
without wounding the feelings of our 
neighbors across the water or over the bor- 
ders. 

There has been intervention in Cuba 
when the first republic fell of its own 
,2ight. We took possession of the island 


peaceably and we have yielded it up to 
its.own people for another trial without 
even as much as a riot. A boundary dis- 
pute between the United States and Great 
Britain over the Alaskan line was ad- 
justed by an arbitration commission ap- 
pointed by President Roosevelt, with honor 
to both countries and particularly to 
Great Britain, because the result was 
reached by a concession of the represen- 
tative of that country. The finances of 
San Domingo have been put on a satis- 
factory basis, although it must be ad- 
mitted it was done by the exercise of 
power by the president with which he 
was not gifted by the constitution or any 
law. 

Venezuela has been treated patient- 
ly, and at last the fussy little die- 
tator has been ousted. Some day the 
world will know just how much credit is 
due to Theodore Roosevelt for the ces- 
sation of the peaceable blockade of the 
South American republic by Great Brit- 
ain and Germany. 

The open door has been established in 
China through the diplomacy of Hay and 
Root, and the Philippines have at last 
been given a representative assembly, 
which, by the way, Mr. Roosevelt wanted 
to give them long before other people. 


HIS MISTAKES DID NO HARM. 

There have been freaks, and mistakes, 
and absurdities in the Roosevelt admin- 
istration, and it would be possible to de- 
vote a considerable time to these things, 
but they are dead and gone and did no 
harm. “In God We Trust” is back on 
the gold coins, the Ananias club has come 
to be a joke, spelling reform is as far off 
as ever, the nature fakers still fill the 
school books with their harmless, if im- 
probable tales, and the colored soldiers 


or Brownsville are still unfortunately suf- 


fering for the sins of a few of their 
number. There are graver mistakes than 
these which could readily be brought up 
to balance the ledger, and yet when the 
aceount is totaled there is a big balance, 
as the world now Knows and as history 
surely will record, to the credit of one 
Theodore Roosevelt, president of the 
United States of America. |

Slicer: I have your letter of Feb. 11 and am 
glad to express my sympathy with the atti- 
tude of the Optimist club toward the present 
conditions. The man who does not hope for 
better things and does not believe that better 
things can be brought about is not the man 
likely to bring better things about. The 
spirit of hypercriticism, the uncompromising 
attitude which will not accept ‘ some progress 
is better than none,’ the insistence upon 
the full realization of the highest ideals and 
the rejection of any compromises which ac- 
complish good, are all likely toe retard 
progress. 

“Constant criticism and constant pessi- 
mism are productive of paralysis and stag- 
nation.

He also spoke 
regretfully of the resignation ofiE. G. Cooley 
as superintendent of Chicago's public schools. 
He said the loss of Mr. Cooley was among 
the greatest that ever would befall the school 
children of Chicago. 

“Mr. Cooley put up a great fight,” said 
Prof. Butler. He won many victories and 
gave to the schools the best administration 
they ever had. But if he had held his posi- 
tion one year more he would have broken 
down and his usefulness would have been

Back of the developments of today is what 
is alleged to be one of the biggest swindies 
of recent years.

Postoffice inspectors say they have proof 
that more than a hundred persons were de- 
frauded of amounts ranging from $5,000 to 
$37,000. The victims are said to inelude 
Thomas Cale, delegate from Alaska to the 
national congress, The inspectors found 
envelopes containing names of men supposed 
to have been swindled, and among these ar 
the names of two Chicagoans—William 
Stine, defrauded by a horse race, and Jo 
Kozlek, a victim of a prearranged wrestling 
match.

signature by the crown. 

As a matter of fact the terms of this par- 
ticular treaty were practically negotiated hy 
the dominion government through Mr. 
Bryce, who maintained constant touch with 
Ottawa. Sir Wilfrid Laurier now assumes 
all responsibility for it. 


Suspicion of Imperial Power. 

But it appears the Canadian people have 
an intense suspicion of imperial government 
and dislike the idea that the foreign office 
in London is managing their affairs over their 
heads. This suspicion was aggravated by 
the fact that Ottawa officials were uncom- 
municative regarding the terms of the 
treaty, while Washington freely informed all 
inquirers. 

One London paper published the full text 
of the treaty obtained in Washington by its 
correspondent before the ratification, while 
the Canadian people could learn nothing of 
the particulars. This fact greatly displeased 
Canadians and was made the subject of in- 
quiries and unpleasant words in the Ottawa 
parliament. Lord Creje cabled Ottawa that 
the treaty could not be published until ratifi- 
cation by the sovereign, but the Canadian 
premier, speaking in parliament, declared 
that he saw no reason why the treaty should 
not have been communicated before ratifica- 
tion. 

Not Matter for Parliament. 


Sir Wilfrid believes that the present treaty 
is not of a nature to require parliamentary 
sanction. But some day a treaty affecting 
Canada and requiring parliamentary sanc- 
tion will be negotiated. The question will 
then arise as to the sanction of what par- 
Hament, Westminster or Ottawa, and if it 
should be decided that it is the business of 
the Canadian liament, the next question 
will be, shouldn't the treaty be negotiated 
by ministers responsible to the Ottawa par- 
ament rather than by ministers of Westmin- 
er Hament.

CASTRO DENIES MURDER PLAN 


Former President of Venezuela 
Resents Gomez's Charges. 


WANTS RESPECT OF WORLD. 


Says Great Injustice Is Done to Him 
by False Accusations. 


DRESDEN, Feb. 27.—Cipriano Castro, for- 
mer president of Venezuela, today author- 
ized the publication of a declaration of his 
innocence of the charge that he had con- 
spired to bring about the assassination of 
Juan Vicente Gomez, the present president of 
the republic. 

“The only charge that has been raised 
against me, Sefior Castro says in a signed 
statement, is that I tried to instigate the 
murder of Gomez. It is incredible that after 
having shown my interest in him in so many 
ways I should try to cause him to be mur- 
dered. 

If Gomez had given me occasion to sus- 
pect him I would have given orders regard- 
ing him before my departure from Venezuela, 
and I would not have been so stupid as to send 
such an order by cable. 


Answered Paul in Cipher.

AZEF, ARTIST IN TREACHERY, 
FOUND IN ALODGING HOUSE. 


Man ‘Who Sold Police Secrets to Rebels 
and Revolutionary Plots to Officials 
Tells Story. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Feb. 27.—The Evening News 
claims to have found Eugene Azef, the leader 
of the Russtan revolutionists. who was 
found to have been a police spy. and con- 
demned by the revolutionary tribunal. He 
was found in the common room of a London 
lodging house, sitting with a companion, a 
Pole, drinking mugs of tea. 

The News says that at first he denied his 
identity, but eventually owned up, though 
he seemed, anxious and desirous of getting 
away. But he was too proud to leave asif in 
fear. The News’ interviewer extracted from 
him the following account of his career: 

He joined the Russian revolutionary party 
as a youth for a love of adventure, but be- 
came entangled with the police, especially 
with Ratchkovsky, the head of the secret 
police. Since then, he confessed, he had be- 
trayed his friends, but not his principles, 
for he never had any. He gloried. he said, 
in his terrorist deeds and considered them 
his greatest achievements in life. He owned 
responsibility for nearly all of the bomb at- 
tempts and other terriorist deeds that oc- 
curred in Russia. He said: 

It was my doing that sent Szpiaguin, Von 
Plehve, Bobrikoff, Grand Duke Sergius, Ig- 
natieff, Gapon, and many others to their 
graves. But while I have caused the death 
of some officials, I have saved the lives of 


hundreds by warning the police in time. On 


three occasions the revolutionists would have 
murdered the czar had it not been for my 
interference. When the time for action ar- 
rived, I informed Raetchkeoveky and the czar 
was saved.“

Native Mismanagement and 
Incompetency Potent for 
Misery as Graft.

LONDON, Felt. 27.—Forbearance in calling 
attention to the utter incompetence of Italian 
authorities in administering relief to the 
earthquake sufferers has ceased to be a 
virtue. 

The whole world within a few days of the 
disaster contributed an immense sum for im- 
mediate alleviation of the sufferings of sur- 
vivors. The bulk of these subscriptions was 
sent to the central fund at Rome, where a 
special commission of prominent men was 
appointed by the king to undertake the work 
of administration. 

It is now two months since the earthquake 
and thousands of sufferers are still unfed, 


unclothed, and shelterless. 


The central commission has expended bare- 
ly 10 per cent of the fund at its disposal and 
this appalling situation is the result. 

It should be explained there is not the 
slightest suspicion of dishonesty in ec- 
tion with the work. Indeed, it is 
almost incredible that the red tape whére- 
with the commission has been striving to 
make dishonesty impossible has completely 
crippled its whole undertaking. — 

The members of the commission, perhaps 
regarding themselves as possible objects of 
suspicign, have shown an excess of caution - 
which would be only ludicrous were it not 
tragic. * 

Brunt Borne by. Foreigners. 

Foreigners who have administered their 
own relief have been the real saviors of the 
situation. Large American and Enelish 
funds have been used this way. and every dol- 
lar so expénded has been worth ‘a hundred in 
the custody of the central committee. 

Some stories of mismanagement are almost 
incredible. yet well authenticated. A Lon- 
don Times correspondent who was present 
at the San Francisco earthquake, and who 
arrived in Messina three days after the catas- 
trophe there. is still on the ground. He writes 
that the situation of the villages in the 
earthquake zone in Sicily is bad. In the vil- 
lages of Calabria it is appalling. Even now 
some places are receiving hardly any aésist- 
ance and the condition of the inhabitants is 
terrible. 

What would have been the fate of the vi- 
lages in Sicily without the aid rendered by 
the English and the Americans it is hard to 
tell. The Italian authorities are now assist- 
ing them and the district between Messina 
and Taormina, comprising fifty communes, 
has been divided into seven military zones. 

Even now, however, one is continually 
hearing of places which have been forgotten 
by the authorities. A village called Sciplio, 
near Roccalumera, for instance, was abso- 
lutely neglected until ten days ago, while 
none of the Italian officials had. a fortnight 
ago. been near Camari, forty minutes’ walk 
from Messina. 


Horrible Plight of Calabria. 

But ff conditions are bad in Sicily, they 
are worse in Calabria, where in many places 
people are still naked and starving. Women 
are sleeping shelterless and children are 
dying for lack of nourishment. It there is 
no dishonesty, there is a dreadful amount of 
mismanagement. 

A few days after the earthquake the or- 
ganization at Messina seemed adequate, but 
as the problem became more complicated the 
Italians’ lack of organizing power, combined 
with overcentralization and the ridiculous 
amount of red tape, became more and more 
evident. 

Everywhere the foreign relief committees 
are handicapped for lack of funds. Visitors 
have given their own money again and again. 
Now many of them can give no more. Ap- 
peals to the central committee at Rome, with 
its immense fund, are in vain. 

Some clothing intended for Sicily and Cala- 
bria has disappeared, and foreigners have 
been buying garments in Sicilian towns and 
giving them to refugees. 


Aid Withheld from Sufferers. 

It is almost incredible, but it is a fact, that 
clothing sent to Naples for victims of the 
Calabrian earthquake of 1905 is still withheld, 
and attempts to induce officials to give it out 
for the relief of the present sufferers have 
so far failed, 

Facts such as the foregoing are well known, 
widely published, and commented upon 
throughout Italy, but if any foreign corre- 
spondent at Rome attempts to telegraph 
them to his paper, the censor promptly, re- 
fuses transmission. 

This policy of the Italian authorities is a 
survival of the idea which formerly pre- 
vailed in Russia and Turkey. Officials suc- 
ceed sometimes, when the telephone is out of 
order, in delaying the transmission of news 
for twelve hours. They also succeed in 
drawing upon themselves grave suépicions 
which they really do not deserve.

ROME, Feb. 27.—Is the campanile of Grotta 
Ferrata tumbling down, or is it firm on its 
foundations s the problem which is now ex- 
ercising the minds of all lovers of Roman 
antiques. 

This tower, which stands in one of the 
small villages of the Alban hills, is, in ite way, 


almost as precious as the campanilé of Ven- 
ice. It dates back to the thirteenth century 


and is the complement of the old Greek 


Grotta Ferrata abbey which was construct- 
ed in the tenth century, and contains sev- 
eral magnificent Domenichinos, considered 
among the best examples of the master’s 
work. 

Every time there is the slightest earth- 
quake shock in Italy, even away off in the 
south, outcry is raised about this tower, 
it being said that it will surely fall and that 
it needs immediate looking to. There the 
matter ends. 

In 1905 the brown old campanile was lean- 
ing perceptibly out of the perpendicular, 
and, most curiously, was twisted, seeming 
to have moved more in a circular way, in- 
stead of to one side, with large fissures and 


cracks as a result. 

Engineers and archeologists were called, 
and could think of no remedy except to for- 
bid ringing the bells, while the senate voted 
the generous sum of $80 for repairs. 

Some time after this ite condition was offi- 
clally declared alarming. An ezanmation of 
the foundations was ordered, it being dis- 
covered that about one-fourth rests on rock, 
the remainder being on soft volcanic deposit. 

There the matter has rested until now, 
when the alarm is again raised, and it is to 
be hoped, with better results, but thus far 
no decision has been arrived at.

The 
unfortunate child was found to be stupefied 
as though by the influence of some drug, and 
was taken home. The hag. in the face of the 
popular outcry, was lodged in prison. The 
best doctors in the capital were summoned 
and one after another endeavored to re- 
store the little sufferer to norma mental and 
physical health, but all to no purpose. 


Science Baffied by Drug. 

For weeks and months the child hovered 
between life and death, and in conscious mo- 
ments its actions were those of an imbecile. 
Upon one thing all the doctors agreed: A 
powertul drug had been administered, but in 
the. matter of combating ite hateful influ- 
ence they were not helpful.

LONDON, Feb. 27.—This week's war 
scare has followed the normal course and 
now conditions are improving rapidly. 
There are likely to be serious relapses during 
the next six weeks, especially when the

The revival of the suggestion of a general 
conference is strongly supported in many 
quarters.

Austria Would Welcome War. 
It remains true, however, that Austria 
would weleome any form of aggression by 
Servia or Montenegro which would give the 
dual monarchy a reasonable excuse for 
striking, but it is realized at last, even at 
Vienna, that anything short of an over- 
whelming justification for such a course 
would plunge it into war with Russia, which 
even the czar's government itself, pacific 
as are ite motives, would be unable to 
avert.

It ie upon this Austrian appreciation of the 
real perfis in the path of its ambition that 
the chief security of peace rests and it is to 


forcing the truth upon her ally. 


Germany Works for Peace. 

The kaiser’s government has loyally re- 
fused to make any formal representations 
in Vienna in association with the other 
powers, but it has done inestimable services 
for peace, nevertheless, by privately inter- 
posing restraint upon the rash and unscrupu- 
lous politicians who largely control the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian-affairs. It seems now to be 
confirmed that Russia has consented to asso- 
ciate herself with other powers in making 
representations of the friendliest descriptions 
to Servia on condition that similar amicable 
intervention be made in Vienna after the 
receipt of the Servian reply. 

It is too early for any opinion whether this 
mediation will be followed by reference of the 
disputed points to the European conference. 
It is believed, however, that such action must 
lead Austria at least to disclose what conces- 
sions it is willing to make to its small neigh- 
bors, and thus the door might be opened for 
direct negotiations.

A week later the happy 
couple left the country never to return, de- 
lighted and overjoyed that thefr strange 
Haytian experience had not left an inefface- 
able scar upon their lives. 


Victim for Torture. 

I will conclude these illustrations of actual 
voodoo practices with one which I wish to 
emphasize, not because it is particularly 
grewsome or because it showein an unusual- 
ly lurid light the lewlessnese of the serpent 
and devil worshipers, but simply because it 
seems to me that here at least we have a 
story with abundant data to proceed upon, 
which should and could be investigated. 

A man of the better and more well to do 
working class in Port-au-Prince feil ill. He 
had at intervals a high fever. which the phy- 
sician who attended him could not reduce. 
The man had some months before joined 
the congregation of one of the fo 
churches, and the head of this mission visited 
him. On the occasion of his second visit this 
clergyman saw the patient die, and at the 
invitation of the man’s wife and of his physi- 
cian he helped to dress the dead man in his 
grave clothes, which, after the Haytian cus- 
tom, is quite a ceremony. The next day this 
foreigner and at least a doze other men, all 
natives and of good standing, assisted at the 
funeral, closed the coffin lid upon the face of 
their dead friend, accompanied. the funeral 
cortége to the cemetedy, and there saw the 


city bore her name written upon it. 
the man never recovered his reason and the 
expected revelations were not forthcoming, 
interest on the part at least of the aroused 
community died away and eventually the 
man, who had become perfectly imbecile, was 
quietly removed from the city prison by the 
order of President Nord Alexis and placed 
on a government farm near Gonaives, which

Here in this retreat the unfortunate Man 
was living last October, when I was in Hayti 
Here he had been setretly visited by his wife 
and by the clergyman I have already men- 
tioned and by many others who had been 
present at his funeral and interment. These 
are all the facts of this extraordinary case 
that can be vouched for, but the inferences 
which are drawn from the facts are 80 gen- 
erally. made and in such pevfect agreement 
are they. whether made by foreigners or 
educated Haytians, that, while not evidence, 
they should not be éntirély,without weight. 


Heart Demanded as Sacrifice. | 
This general opinion. a jplausible account-

The bdleful eyes of the 
witch doctors, the papalois and the mama- 
lois fell upon this unfortunate man who had 
come into unusual notice of late because of 
his entrance as a fervent member into one of 
the Protestant mission. A poison was ad-

Queen Amelie, Prince Man- 
uel, and the regicides, Costa and Buissa, as 
they were attired on the day of the tragedy,

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HEDIN’S TIBET EXPEDITION 


THEME BEFORE ROYAL SOCIETY, 


3 Explorer Explains Results of Trip Fol- 


lowing Criticisms Since His Arrival 
in England—New Light on Unknown. 


{BY cast TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Feb. 27.—Dr. Sven Hedin was 
received by the king at Buckingham palace 
on Wednesday and the same day attended a 
meeting of the Royal Geographical society, 
which he found even more interesting than 
his audience with the king, though the in- 
terest was of a aifferent character. It is no 
secret that Dr. Hedin has been the object of 
some criticism since his arrival in England 
and the geographical society meeting was 
especially arranged for the purpose of en- 
abling him to explain more precisely the 
results of his expedition to Tibet. 

It must not be supposed that the veracity of 
his narrative is questioned, but criticism has 
been passed on his manner of describing his 
It is said, for instance, that 
at least three previous explorers had seen 
from a distance and recognized as the source 
of the Bramaputra river a stream which 
Hedin ascended. Hedin maintained before 
the society that the problem of the Brama- 
putra’s source could not be regarded as 
definitely solved till he had stood on the 


| actual spot where the waters issue from the 
‘glacial cradle. 


The society’s session, to which only fellows 
were admitted, lasted nearly three hours 
and the sense of the meeting was that 
Hedin’s explorations certainly contributed 
more to the knowledge of central Tibet than 
those of any other traveler. 


PAGANINI PAPERS ARE FOUND. 


Musical Compositions Which Are Ex- 
pected to Pass Into Ownership of 
Italian Government. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, Feb. 27.—It is now ascertained that 
the report of a few months ago as to precious 
documents of the great violinist, Paganini, 
having come to light is true, and ft is almost 
decided they will be bought by the Italian 
government. 

Among the manuscripts are four Noc- 
turnes,”’ which give an entirely new contribu- 
tion to the genius of the violinist composer, 
and an important collection of letters ad- 
dressed to the personage to whom the varia- 
tions of Baruccaba were dedicated by 
Paganini. 

In the forthcoming number of Nuova An- 
tologia will be printed several intimate let- 
ters which show Paganini’s regard for 
women. In one he writes with great frank- 
ness: “ When women hear my musical lan- 
guage and the vibratipns of my notes they 
all weep and I become their idol; they fall 
at my feet.’ 

However, in spite of the surface conceit, it 
is said Paganini was in reality modest. He 
recognizes the fact that it was not love for 
him personally which caused the emotions 
described. He says in several letters that 
he did not marry, although he had seen sev- 
eral women who would have suited him, be- 
cause he thought they would marry him for 
his riches and position and not for himself. 
His love affairs were as numeroug as his 
moods and included women of every na- 
tionality, not unlike some of his modern col- 
leagues.

investigation of the alleged attempt to bribe 
the two umpires at the last game between the 
New York and Chicago baseball clubs, by 
which the championship of the National 
league was decided, it came out today that 
two gamblers well known in the Tenderloin 
and three players on the New York team had 
been mentioned in connection with the.

This inquiry resulted in more light being 
thrown upon the affair than at any previous 
time, although the information received by 
the baseball officials indicated clearly that 
the players referred to were entirely innocent 
and had no connection with the alleged at- 
tempt at bribery. 27 ; 


“Rubber” Is Man Suspected. 

Although there has been a close veil of 
secrecy thrown around the facts elicited by 
the committee which had been investigating 
the incident, it now is learned that Kiem and 
Johnstone, the umpires who officiated at the 
last game of the National league season, ex- 
plained in full how they had been approached. 
It. develops Kiem told the league president 
that a former “rubber” of the club had 
approached him with the statement he rep- 
resented two gamblers of the Tenderloin who 
had backed the Giants heavily to win the de- 
‘ciding game. 
This man also is said to have told the um- 
pire that he would be made a proposition to 
“throw the deciding game to the Giants in 
behalf of three players of the team. Later 
happenings proved the man had no authority 
to speak for the three players concerned and 
proved conclusively they were innocent of 
any connection with the affair. At the time, 
it was said by some of the club owners at the 
eession in the rooms-occupied by the league 
at the 1 that the ee 
were supported too feebly to warrant mak- 
ing a public announcement that bribery had 
been attempted. 


No Case for Courts. | 
No names were mentioned in the state- 
ment afterward given to the public nor was 
there any clew as to the probable identity 
of the alleged briber. The evidence at once 
was laid before one of the most important 
law firms of this city. President Brush was 
informed it could not convict an alleged 
briber; that any action brought in court 
probably would be thrown out; that, if any 
punishment were to be visited on the alleged 
offender, it would have to be brought about 
through the influence of organized baseball, 
as there was no possible chance to effect 
criminal punishment, in view of the fact no 
law had been violated. ä

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NEW SPORT IN THE BALANCE 


Retention of Basketball at Mich- 
igan Is Problematical. 


FIRST TRIAL NOT A SUCCESS. 


Prospects for Oapable Track Squad 
Now Comparatively Bright. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Feb. 27.~[Specialj— 
With the approach of the close of Michi- 
gan's first season in intercollegiate basket- 
ball, has arisen the question as to whether 
the Wolverines will retain the sport next 
year. It was taken up by the board of con- 
trol this year as an experiment, the board 
saying at the time the resolution authoris- 
ing a varsity basketball team was passed 
that if basketball did not succeed this year 
Michigan probably would be without a 
varsity five in future seasons. 

That the season just ending can be termed 
anything but a failure is doubtful, as Michi- 
gan has won but one of the three games 
played, losing two to the Michigan Aggies 
and winning from Oberlin in overtime. At 
the same time the experiment has been at- 
tended by financial loss, as the games played 
here have drawn but a handful of specti- 
tors. 

Two games remain to be played, both with 
Ohio State, and it is probable that on the 
outcome of these games will depend the 
status of basketball at Michigan after the 
present season. The lack of sucoess of the 
team was not unexpected, as Coach Cornell 
had nothing but green materiel from which 
to pick the five, but it was thought by the 
athletic authorities that the student body 
would support the venture after making a 
strong attempt for three years to have 
basketball officially recognized at Michigan. 

The cause of the lack of interest has not 
yet been discovered, although the fact that 
50 cents admission was charged, even to the 
game with the M. A. C., is generally blamed 
for the mali crowds. However that may be, 
the management has disregarded numerous 
suggestions to cut the price in half, and in- 
sists that if Michigan is to have a basketball 
team it will be on a basis of 50 cent games.

The actual working of this search for doc- 
tors on the part of rich parents and the 
corresponding search for rich marriages on 
the part of many doctors wae observed in a 
drug store on the west side. An aged Jew, 
well dressed and of attractive appearance, 
entered the store, where he was warmly 
received by the attendant-at the desk. He 
was shown into a private Office. and there, 


without further introductions, he began to 


tell of the new -* propositions” he nae on 
hand. 

Here the man, who was a “ shatchen.** 
began to describe the “‘ propositions.” One 
girl had a dowry of $9,000 and her father 
would be willing to give more money to the 
right man. This case, he said, would be just 
the thing for the young doctor who was 
having his office in the drug store for lack 
of money with which to open one of his own. 
He would be boomed to the skies by the 
girl’s father, and this would mean much by 
way of business, for that man had « large 
acquaintance. 


* * 
Could Not Conceal Earnestness. 

Just then the doctor about whose welfare 
he was so solicitous entered. He waé a man 
of about 27, and an American in almost every 
respect. He tried to take the marriage 
broker’s proposition as a joke, but in spite of 
all his efforts he could not conceal! the earn- 
estness with which he listened to everything 
the shatehen said. After urging him to 
think it ovet carefully, the shatchen left 
in a hurry, for he had to arrange things for 
another couple who were to be engaged that

But it is not always tbat the parents of a 
girl who wish their daughter to marry a 
doctor or a dentist leave the thing entirely 
to the discretion of the shatchen.“ Fre- 
quently they take things in their own hands 
and go out to war for the acquisition of the 
much sought title.

One of the most important things I have 
learned in my business life is always to make 
an attempt at doing what I am, told to do, 
no matter how difficult it may seem.

If the state were to raise its half, $25,000,000, 
in ten years for road building purposes it 
would require an annual tax levy of 2 mills.

would be exactly $4 a year, or $40 for the

Tax of $10 on Me Acres. 

Suppose the township-in which this farm 
is located should vote bonds to the full con- 
stitutional limit of 5 per cent at the highest 
rate of interest the law allows, so as to im- 
pose upon. this farm the extremé burden, we 
find that the maximum bond issue would 
Place an obligation upon this farm of ex- 
actly $100, to be paid in ten annual install 
ments of $10 and interest. A calculation will 
show that the total amount of interest that 
would accrue upon this obligat on resting 
upon the farm would be $27.50.

This is equal to 4 burden of ten amd one- 
half cents per acre per year upon the farm. 
No farmer in the state would pretend for 
a moment that a tax of this kind would be 
a burden. An armful of corn at the present 
price would pay the tax upon an acre. 

A careful and conservative calculation will 
show that it is feasible and practical to build 
hard roads all over the state of IHinois, cov- 
ering the main highways, by the state aid 
pian at a tax per acre ranging from eight 
cents to fifteen cents, depending upon loca- 
tione and the value of farm lands. 

The federal government has the . to 
help build the roads. It has need tor the 
roads. The question then is, has it the abil- 
ity to supply the funds necessary? The fed- 
eral government in one form or another 
draws from the people each year practically 
$10 per capita. Of this $1.68 goes to pay pen- 
sions; $1.45 for the navy; over $1 for the 
army, 11 cents for agriculture; 45 cents 
for rivers and harbors, and less than 1 cent 
for highways. 

If the government were to adopt a fixed 
appropriation equal to 50 cents per capita 
for twenty years, it would produce over 
31.000.000 000. The main highways used for 
rural delivery are about 950.000 miles. The 
$1,000,000,000 would give over $1,000 a mile 
as the federal contribution to help build the 
highways. 

” * 
Noad's Cost $3,000 a Mile. 

To make this money available, the state 
and the township would each have to ra&ise a 
like amount. This would mean the expendi- 
ture of practically $3,000 a mile upon 1,000,000 
miles of highways, an amount quite sufficient 
taimprove them permanently, when we con- 
sider that in many localities where gravel 
abounds good roads can be built for 81. 
mile, while in other locations the expénse 
would be $3,000, $4,000, $5,000, and even $6,000 
a mile.. 

This appropriation by the general govern- 
ment or by the states or by a@ tax upon the 
property of the townships would in no sense 
be a burden, as the roads would save map~ 
times their cost to the people in the transpor- 


tation, of food products. In fact, it has been 


demonstrated time and time again that the 
roads will pay from 20 per cent to 25 per cent 
of their cost per year in money actually 
saved by them, to say nothing of the pleasure 
derived from the use of good roads and the 
improved social conditions. 

The farmers of Illinois and throughout the 
west should bear in mind that state aid does 
not force them to build roads, in every case 
the initiative must be taken by the people of 
the respective townships, and no roads under 
the state ald plan can be built in any town- 
ship until the people vote to have it done. 

The attitude of the state is this: When- 
ever you are ready to build the roads, we will 
contribute one-half the cost and superintend 
the construction.“ So, instead of forcing the 
farmers to build roads, it would be more true 
to say that state aid is a measure to compel 
every one to help build such roads as the 
farmers desire to build and are willing to 
pay half the cost thérefor. 

Under the present law any township may 
vote bonds to build hard roads or levy a spe- 
cial tax therefor. Under state aid they may 
do the same thing. but are permitted to draw 
in addition as much more money from the 
State as they raise by taxing themselves. 
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Joe Leiter Is Embodiment 


of the Spirit of Chicago.

mention the name of Joseph Leiter is 

to recall immediately to the minds of 

at least every business man in Amer- 

ica the wheat corner of 1898, probably 

the most gigantic and sensational at- 
tempted coup in the history of modern com- 
merce. But while that exploit made the name 
of Mr. Leiter known from one end of the 
country to the other and on every bourse and 
exchange of Europe, there are many other 
reasons why the young millionaire is a dis- 
tinctive figure among Chicago business men. 

In a great many respects Mr. Leiter might 
be taken as a typical example of the domi- 
nant traits of the American people. Aggres- 
sive, buoyant, tremendously energetic, with 
an adaptability combined with an intense 
restlessness which leads him perpetually into 
widely varying ventures, he seems to em- 
body especially the spirit of Chicago, his 
native city. 

Mr. Leiter is only 40 years old, but he con- 
quered fame when he was 30 and in the twen- 
ty years since he has reached manhood he 
has engaged in more different enterprises 
with more uniform success than probably 
any other man in America. He graduated 
from Harvard in 1891 and was told by his 
multimillionaire father, the late Levi Z. Lei- 
ter, that he had better spend a few years 
knocking about the world before he settled 
down to work. Accordingly young Leiter 
started out on his travels and in the course of 
the next few years he succeeded in covering 
the habitable globe quite thoroughly. It is 
probable that if he wished he might have 
spent the rest of his life as a wealthy idler 
drifting about the world in the mad old game 
of killing time. However, he did not wish 
it ahd when he had exhausted the possibili- 
ties of traveling he returned home and in- 


formed his father that he was ready to start 


work. 1

Father Believed Implicitly in Son. 


As a start he proposed that he should take 
over the management of his father’s vast 
business affairs. The elder Leiter believed 
firmly in his son’s ability and he consented 
to this rather remarkable proposition. Mr. 
Leiter next proceeded to secure a seat on 
the Chicago board of trade and commenced 
his historic attempt to corner the wheat 
market. The details of that spectacular at- 
tempt are too well known to need repetition. 
For an entire year Mr. Leiter continued his 
operations until he had 40,000,000 bushels cf 
wheat on his hands and forced the price from 
64 cents to a dollar and eighty-five cents a 
bushel. agit 

It was estimated that several times he 
could have unloaded at a profit of anywhere 
to $3,000,000, but he held on and the inevitable 
occurred. The bottom dropped out of the 
market and Mr. Leiter found himself face to 
face with a deficit of a sum which has been 
variously estimated from $5,000,000 to $9,000,- 
000. His father came to the rescue and every 
cent of the obligation was met. 

Perhaps the most remarkable feature of the 
affair was the coolness and nerve displayed 
by Mr. Leiter throughout the campaign. A

His next venture was street railways. He 
effected a consolidation of three companies 
in Chicago and had barely completed the 
task when he started to organize a milk trust 
in the same city.

The most wotewortliy 6 achievement. which 
stands te Mr. Leiter’s name is the founding 
of the town of Zeigler, situated in the midst | 
of large coal fields in southern Illinois which | 
he controls. The town is laid out as a model 
municipality and Mr. Leiter 1 convinced 
that it has a great future before it. He se- 
lected the location with a careful eye on 
population statistics and chose a spot which, 
according to the figures of economists, will be 
the center of population of this country in 
the next fifty or sixty years. 

Mr. Leiter is peculiarly a man who must do 
whatever he does in an individual way. It 
was only natural then that he would not 
be content to be an ordinary coal operator, 
He devoted his attention to making coke 
from his. coal with the idea that it would 
revolutionize the fuel industry and inciden- 
tally annihilate the smoke nuisance.

Physique Stood Him in Need. 
Mr. Leiter is a tall, athletically built man, 
which is fortunate for him, for his incredi- 


ble activities would have exhausted long 


ago a man of less powerful physique. He is 
an incessant cigaret smoker and is credited 
with the unique reputation. of being able to 
roll_a neater specimen of the much abused 
cigaret than any man in Chicago. 

In spite of the great business interests 
which call for his unceasing attention he is 
as much a man of the world as a business 
man and is known in the clubrooms of Paris 
and London as much as in those of New York 
and Chicago. His restless disposition has 
continually kept him moving until it has 
become a standing joke among his friends 
that he always should bé looked for on the 
opposite side of the world to that on which 
he has been heard from last. 

Mr. Leiter was married last year to Miss 
Juliette Williams, daughter of Col. John R. 
Williams, U. 8. A. The marriage was some- 
thing of a surprise; as, although rumor had 
connected Mr. Leiter’s name with the names 
of several women in a matrimonial way, it 
had been generally believed that he had set- 
tled down to confirmed bachelorhood.

Stripes and checks are a feature of most of the new 
suitings, but they are not noticeable, as they are mostly 
in shadow effect.

The flecks 
and the stripes and the small checks are so cleverly 
combined as to color, and there is much more luster in 
them and greater softness. These cloths are often made 
in seven gores for skirts, fastening down the side with 
ornamental buttons. They are lined just over the hips 
with silk, which is hemmed in a narrow, flat hem which 
is not bulky, and this lining does not continue to the 
feet. There are many signs to indicate a strong partial- 
ity for navy blue serge in the fashions of the coming 
spring. There are few people to whom this is not be- 
coming, and, while it is one of the oldest colors and 
materials, it always has style. 

F cloth and satin are favorite materials just now. 
Satin is good for daytime or evening, but is not suited 
to hard wear. The cloths, whether plain or fancy, are 
delightful, and the selvage borders on some of them 
make charming trimmings. As a rule, the cloths show- 
ing borders are plain, the contrasting colors being in the 
borders. The stripes in. the borders are narrower than 
those of last year, and the materials themselves show 
additional width, making it possible to use them for the 
raised waist line. 

Among the silks to be popular is foulard; and there 
is no kind which will lend itself more easily and grace- 
fully to the present clinging styles. It also will be 
deservedly popular for separate waists to wear with 
suite—matching the suit in dolor, however. Foulard 
wears splendidly and is in every way desirable. Intro- 
duced in guimpe form in connection with fine blue serge 
for suits is some fine ring dotted black tulle that is 
attractive. Lined with flesh colored chiffon, two layers 
usually, this black net gains alike in appearance and 
warmth. It sometimes is supplemented by a ruffle of 
black tulle, a detail repeated in the cuffs of the long, 
close fitting sleeves, ig

The 
coat should not be weighty, but it is absolutely essential 
that it be warm. Over the close fitting cap is worn a 
veil, which is closely knotted under the chin,

Probably there are no more fascinating things dis- 
Played in the shops at present than the wash goods of 
every description.

The fancy for cretonne will be indulged in this year 
the same as last, and there are exquisite French and 
domestic cretonnes, showing Byzantine figure effects in 
black, red, blue, and green on a cream ground, which 
will be most effective used as cuff and collar facings 
for coats, and stunning waistcoats may be made from 
this same material

The new shirtwalsts are showing the plainest and 
smallest kind of sleeve, and in order to have them look 
well they must be perfectly cut, put together, and made. 
The outside fold of the sleeve is always exactly on the 
length of the material, and should not vary one iota from 
this./ Sometimes in putting the seam of a sleeve to- 
gether and doing this exactly dy the notches it will be 
found that the sleeve will not lie smoothly, but twists. 
So, instead of going too blindly by the notches, make a 
straight fold at the back, and if this makes the edges 
fail to meet exactly the entire length cut one or both 
edges, as the case may be, so as to have them meet all 
the way down. 

Before seaming the sleeve together the opening in 
the outside may be finished. In these small sleeves this 
should come exactly on the fold, and in length should 
measure when finished one-half the length of the cuff. 
If the cuff measures nine and one-half inches finished, 
then the finished opening must measure four and one-half 
inches. This gives sufficient room for the cuff to be opened 
out flat enough to be smoothly ironed. 

For a link cuff there should be put an extension hem 
on the under side of the sleeve opening. Cut a strip two 
inches wide the length of the opening, allowing for 
seams, and stitch it to the under side of the opening, 
having the seam come on the wrong side and taking as 
narrow a one as possible. Turn the strip in across the 
top and snip the sleeve seam down to the turning. Turn 
in the long edge of the strip and hem down to the sleeve 
on the wrong side. Cut the faced piece out for the upper 
side of the opening, and if the shirtwaist goods is striped 
or has any design be sure and cut it so it will mate 
when it is in place on the sleeve * 
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A eeam is taken first on the right side of the sleeve, 
then the facing is folded over on the right aide, the edges 
all carefully turned in, pasted Gown to the sleeve, and 
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then stitched. After the stitching has been done around 
the edges the end of the extension hem should be basted 
in place, so it comes squarely in place just below the 
pointed part of the upper piece; then stitch twice across 
the faced hem just below the pointed part; this will hold 
both sides of the sleeve in place and also keep the sleeve 
from tearing. 

Even if the rest of the waist is not shrunk the cloth 
for the cuffs and neckband should be thoroughly done. 
One thickness of butcher’s linen is put between the cuff 
pieces, also in the neckband. The cuffs and neckband 
are usually cut on the length of the cloth and are fin- 
ished two and one-half inches wide or possibly two and 
three-quarter inches in width. Stitch the cuffs around 
three edges, then baste to the sleeve, having the seam 
come on the wrong side, and also having the side of the 
cuff to which the linen is basted be the side of the cuff 
which is basted to the gleeve. 5 

The middle of the sleeve is pinned to the middle of 
the cuff and the faced end of the sleeve goes into the 
cuff at one end and the edge of the sleeve at the other— 
not including the extension hem. Then the cuff is 
stitched to the sleeve, the bastings taken out, and the 
under side of the cuff basted and hemmed down over the 
seam. The fullness in the sleeve is put at each end, and 
distributed in these small sleeves over about an inch at 
each end. 

If the single thickness of the cuff is stitched to the 
upper side of the sleeve the seam will show plainly all 
around when the ouffg are starched and ironed.

With the princess etyles now so popular is a scarf 
drapery for the waist, with long ende hanging down the 
clinging skirt.

Cambric Petticoat Not Necessary. 


The cambric petticoat, which is really un- 

necessary, only complicating the dressing and 
adding to the amount of laundry work, usual- 
ly is worn only to prevent the flannel show- 
ing through the skirt of the sheer dress. It is 
made of cambric or nainsook after the same 
pattern as the flannel petticoat and may have 
the hem tucked or embroidered or edged with 
a dainty embroidery.

Makes Good Nail Pomade. 


MARGUERITE:. I wish to make my 
own finger nail powder and roseline. Will 
you give the formula for these?“ 

Here is the formula for an excellent nail 
pomade: Eighty grains of paraffin, eighty 
grams vaseline, one-twentieth of a gram of 
alkannin, one gram of bergamot oil, and one 


gram of lemon oil. This roseline never turns, 


rancid. A good nail powder consists of finely 
powdered oxide of tin, to which may be added 
a little oil of lavender or any other perfume. 
You may color it with carmine and apply 
it by hand or with a buffer.

How to Cure Ingrowing Nail. 

MRS. C. B. I: “I suffer greatly from an 
ingrowing toenail, caused, I think, by wear- 
ing shoes too tight and too narrow for me. 
Can you tell me of something to relieve me 
of this trouble?’’ 

You can relieve the ingrowing nail by 
gently introducing a piece of absorbent cot- 
ton between the nail and the fold of the skin 
by which it is surrounded. By this process 
the edge of the nail is gradually raised and 
can at last be cut off without causing pain. 
If the soft parts of the skin are irritable a 
solution of cocaine can be used to blunt their 
sensibility before the cotton is put in place. 
Ingrowing nails are caused from the toenail 
not being cut with a straight edge at right 
angles to the toe so that the nail is driven 
into the skin at se gage ® 


Massage Removes Fat from Neck. 

AN Aloud: ~AMnougn 1 am neariy ov 
years of age, I still have a good figure, but 
there is one defect I would like to remedy. 
That teltlale fat is appearing at the nape of 
my neck. How can I get rid of it?“ 

Masage will remove the little mass of fat 
at the nape of your neck. It is not difficult 
to massage the neck for yourself.

High Boots Reduce Size of Ankles. 

HARRIET: “ Will you kindly advise me 
as to massage or exercises for reducing my 
ankles and my arms above the elbow?

It your arms are too fat, they can be much 
improved by massage and exercise.

a wringing, twisting motion. To improve 
the circulation and to give symmetry to the 
arm, the muscle mass should be seized be- 
tween the fingers and the thumb in a firm 
grasp and moved up and down upon the 
undert¥ing bones as if the flesh were a sleeve 
hung upon them. You may reduce the size of 
your ankle by wearing high boots, snugly 
laced, with moderately high heels.

Formula for Good Astringent. 


E. H. 8.: I curl my hair, which is nat- 
urally straight. WHll you tell me of some 
simple lotion to apply to keep it in curb in 
damp weather? 

This the formula for a simple bandoline: 
Three-quarters of an ounce of tragacath. 
one pint of rosewater, and one-half drachm 
of oil of almonds. Crush the tragacanth 
and put it in the rose water; let it stand in 
a warm place. stirring occasionally till the 
gum is swollen and softened; strain it twice 
—through a coarse cloth and then a fine one. 
Finish by adding the almond oli and a little 
carmine or saffron to tint it. I do not advise 
the constant use of a hair curling fluid, but 
when used occasionally it is harmless. In 
certain states of the atmosphere it aids great- 
ly in preserving a woman's appearance and 
consequently her peace of mind.

New Accessories for New Styles. 


A close inspection of any ot the notion coun- 
ters in the large stores shows that hardly 
a week goes by without some new dress 


‘conveniences being shown. Many of these 


are splendid time savers, while others heip 
much to keep collars and skirts in place. 
With the extremely high collars so much 
in favor collar bones are imperative to keep 
the collars from falling. Though the covered 
boning sewed in the collar answers the pur- 
pose they require ripping every time the 
waist is cleaned or washed. The collar bones 
made of celluloid with small pins have the 


advantage of being put in and taken out 


readily. 

Quite as happy a contrivance is the collar 
bone mede of celluloid and cloth casing. 
The cloth is sewed to the collar, but is slit 
at both ends. The boning is thus easily 
taken out and put back. 

Women wearing shirtwaists and odd skirts 
find the dip absolutely necessary to keep 
the skirts down in front. A satisfactory 
contrivance is a bent pin that is pushed up 
In the corset stay. It is provided with a 
tin loop, through which the skirt bands 
are passed, Another style of dip pin has the 
safety pin as fastener instead of the bent pin. 
Its one advantage is that it is a little more 
secure. 

Skirt and belt supporters are also valued 
by women who are careful to keep their 
skirts and waists close together. A simple 
and satisfactory arrangement consists of a 
piece of belting, which fastens around the 
waist. In the back it is provided with a 
narrow piece of tin finished with smal! teeth. 
The teeth stick into the shirtwaist and hold 
it down. A safety pin with a good size 
hook is attached to the skirt and this loops 
on to the strap drawn about the waist. This 
contrivance, besides keeping the shirtwaist 
in place, prevents the skirt from aout 
around. 


Shields, though absolutely necessary for 
expensive waists, are often found anu 
because they have to be taken out and sewed 
in so often. But the shields that can be 
pinned into the waist are a splendid fort 
for the woman who does not enjoy a id to 
look after her wardrobe. These are quite 
like the ordinary shields, except they are 
pinned into the waist with small loop shaped 
pins. They are curved instead of straight 
to allow for the cloth, 

Many women who make their own waista 
find it a hard task to make buttonholes, es- 
pecially when they are small ones. A splen- 
did contrivance is the buttonhole worked into 

pe. and the button sewed on tape. They 
have another advantage for wash waists; 
the tape is easily taken out and put back 
once more. 

In the ordinary handbags the toilet articles 
are omitted, their place being substituted by 
the vanity case. The most artistic are made 
of silver and plated gold. although some are 
perfectly plain, while others are beautifully 
decorated with hand carving. 

They are shown in several models, the 
prettiest being flat like a man's cigaret case. 
In opening the case aenirror is seen. which, 
when raised, affords room for the powder and 
puff. Another dainty vanity case is a small 
ball which. opens into two parts, one side 
holding a mirror and the other having 9 
gold powder puff. 

The handsomest of these reticules hate a 
half dozen articles dangling from a gold ring. 


These include a gold vanity case, a powder 


box, bonbonniere, a gold pencil, rouge stick, 
etc. 

Women are so taken with handbags that it 
is not unusual to find a woman dangling one 
of these reticules on a finger and a large shop- 
ping bag on her arm. These feminine com- 
forts often represent from $150 to $200, but a 
well equipped leather reticule serves the 
game purpose and may be had from $5 up.

Is a pioneer in the work for women’s edu- 
cation in Russia which has culminated in the 
woman's congress recently held in St. Pe- 
tersburg. Women of all classes helped to 
make this notable gathering a success and 
they represented Poles, Armenians, Lithua- 
nians, Finns, ,Turanians, and Siberians, as 
well as many societies and organizations

Natives of the Madeira Islands 


which have for their sole object the improve- 
ment of women’s position socially, morally, 
legally, and economically. So great was the 
interest shown that the great central hall 
of the municipal building was crowded for 
the opening meeting and hundreds of appli- 
cations for seats were refused. The meet- 
ings were divided into three sections, edu- 
cational, economic, and political. Though 
the mejority of Russian women of the upper 
classes are highly cultivated and brilliant 
politicians and excellent linguists, their at- 
tainments are due principally to advantages 
of birth, for the daughters of the nobility 
pass the years of their girlhood in charge 
of competent teachers or in one of the ex- 
cellent schools founded by Catherine the 
Great for the daughters of the nobility. 

The women of the middle classes lack these 
privileges. Their struggle to enter the uni- 
versities began as long ago as 1861, when a 

movement with that aim was set on foot. In 
1906 the universities were granted self-gov- 
ernment and they immediately admitted 
women, whereupon 2,000 women students in- 
stantly embraced the opportunity. Russian 
women take an important part in philan- 
thropic works. Mme. Altchevsky founded 
Sunday schools in her country, Baroness 
Wredel is famous for her efforts toward 
prison reform, two other women have estab- 
lished mutual assistance clubs, while Count- 
ess Panina haz reared a People’s palace with 
a library, evening classes for adults, dinners 
for children, and other benefits. 

There are many societies in the country 
founded to improve the general position of 
women, chief among them being the Union 
of Defenders of Women's Rights, which has 
a membership of many thousands and nearly 
a hundred affiliated branches. The suffrage 
movement is making steady progress among 
the Russian women.

Curie hérseif, one of the discoverers of the 
remarkable substance, owns: but fifteen milligrams, al- 
though she and her celebrated husband at one time pos- 
sessed a good deal more, when a hapless experiment 
deprived them of the products of the labors of several 
years. Sir William Ramsay owns about twenty milli- 
grams. These were leaned him by the Academy of Sci- 
ence in Vienna. At an extravagant estimate all the 
laboratories in the world are said to possess less than 
two grams of thie precious element whose price is far 
above rubies: Indeed, the late Prof. Curie said of 
radium that it was worth 8,000 times its weight in pure 
gold. : ‘ .

Thirdly, there ate the Gamma rays, which are the 
most penetrating of all rays known to science. u their 
penetrative power they most resemble the x rays. A 
milligram—that is, a seventh part of a grain—of radium 
does work equal to 750,000 foot pounds. 

A year or two ago France established a factory for 
the production Of radium at Nogent-sur-Marne. Here 
whole carloads of divers minerals are treated in order to 
get a few minute particles of radium salts, the modern 
alchemists laboring as assiduougly at their tasks as 
their predecessors of the middle ages. And pure radium 
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bromide, the ultimate product they Seek, is a veritable 
philosopher's stone, new and remarkable, seeing that a 
single kilogram of the precious substance would be 
worth $100,000,000. 

At the Nogent works numbers of minerals are 
treated. On their arrival they are subjected to grinding. 
For this is used a variety of machinery, a jaw crusher, 
a stamp mill, a ball mill, and other apparatus Follow- 
ing this there is a complicated series of processes, 
finishing with the appearance of sundry kinds of radium 
salts. 


* * 
Substances Are Radio-Energized. - 


In the same works various substances are radio- 
energized, especially medicines, in which this treatment 
seems to excite curative properties. For this the mate- 
rial to be trusted is placed m a bulb, and with the aid 
of a partial vacuum the emanation disengaged from a 
solution of bromi@e of radium is condensed upon it. 
This having been done, the bulb is plunged into liquid 
air and sealed with a lamp flame when by electroscope 
tests it appears that the condensation is perfect. Sub- 
stances that are endowed in this way with radio-activity 
seem to keep the property for a long time. 

Although radium ‘s so scarce that the English in- 
vestigators, especially in view of Austria having re- 
cently forbade export, are resorting to ite manufacture, 
there is no reason to suppose that nature’s supply of 
this ‘wonder mineral is on the wane. Pitchblende, which 
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is richer than any other mineral in radium, only contains 
something ia a millionth part. 
It might seem that if radium diminishes by half in 
a thousand years, as has been calculated, then a thow-

Southern Tornado Furnishes Example. 


As an example of what is possible the terrible tor- 
nado which swept through the ‘southern states might be 
taken as an example. While the scientists were able to 
forecast the storm generally, the time was not sufficient 
nor the predictions accurate enough to give adequate 
warning to the inhabitants of the devastated region. 
The result was that whole villages and even towns 
were swept out of existence and the cost of human life, 
to say nothing of the destruction of property, reached 
figures which are appalling. 

If at that time the sciente of meteorology had 
reached the perfection which is promises for it there 
can be no doubt that the tornado’s terrible toll would 
have been far less than it actually was. Under ideal 
conditions the storm would have been foretold at least 
several days before its advent. It would have been 
known what its approximate strength would be and the 
area which it would cover. The people living in that 
area would have been forewarned and precautions would 
have been taken which under the existing circumstances 
were impossible. 

Similarly exact knowledge of the approach of a 
typhoon in the Pacific would mean an incalculable sav- 
ing of lives and property and all the piteous cofise- 
quences that such losses involve. The sailor knowing 
absolutely that a typhoon was due at such an hour or 
such a day, that it would cover a certain fixed area, and 
that its duration would be of u fixed extent, either would 
leave the path of the approaching storm or would seek 
safety in a secure harbor until its force had been spent. 
The meteorologist also would be able to give timely 
warning to the coast dwellers th the fated district, and 
they could abandon their homes and villages until the 
danger had passed.

To credit an actor with the worthy performance of a bit“ is customary; to laud 
him for the thoughtful and correct playing of a so-called “character part” or to 
Speak of his individual assistance in presenting the author's thought and story to the 
audience is more frequently the pleasure than it is the task of the reviewer. To do 
more than this, to call attention to the “humoring of a point” or the feeding or 
the “subordination. at the right moment might be gratifying and helpful to the 
actor, but we fear it would be mystifying and tiresome to the average reader. No, 
the play reviewer is not a teacher except in the sense that he is “ guide, philosopher, 
and friend,” and if he were a teacher it would be the place of actors and managers, 
and not of newspaper publishers, to pay him his wage.

Competence Is Expected of the Actor. 
The actor acquires technique by study; he studies to become proficient in his 
profession; he becomes proficient: when he is enabled to obtain certain accepted or 
creative effects in poise, in reading, in characterization, in interpretation. And it 
is for his skill in obtaining these effects that he is employed by a play producer and 
noticed by a play reviewer. His competence is taken for granted, in the same sense 
that the competence of any skilled artisan is so taken. And if it is recognized in 
the payroll” his legitimate expectations are realized even though his ambition may 
not have been attained. ; . . 

The literary editor does not undertake in the columns of a newspaper to teach 
the young Indianian how to write novels, but comments rather upon the novels the 
young Indianian writes. Characters, style, and skill in story telling are incidental 
to the general result obtained in the completed work. The committee that judges 
paintings hung at the salon recommends neither a change of method nor of instruc- 
tors to the entrants, but merely passes judgment upon what it reviews. The results 
obtained. py the artist's employment of technique may be indicated in an analysis of 
the work as a whole, but is pot specifically treated. 

Certain standards aré accepted by the public in its consideration of the theater. 
If it pays a first class price to see a play performed in a first class theater, it reasons, 
naturally enough, that the players engaged shall be first class, too. And the fact 
that one player may be -proficient in the “cross” while another has up to that time 


= failed to acquire that graceful evidence of proficiency is buried in the general ob- 


servation that the supporting company was or was not competent and satisfying in 
ell its parts. ; 

But having gone this far in an attempt to explain rather than to justify the 
attitude of newspapers and their reviewers of plays toward the theater and its people, 
it is readily admitted that the competent player does, in sober fact, receive no more 
than a small part of the praise that is due him. And this, as before intimated, ‘s 
due to his being swamped by the annual flood of new dramas. First, because they 
command the public interest, and, secondly, because they take all the reviewer's time. 

For years without number a standard répertoire was used by actors and actresses. 
Then the art of acting was a comparative art and came in for a much more 

_ generous and more careful analysis at the hands of its critics. The only opportunity 
an actor of prominence bad to stamp his individuality upon the public mind was 
by a change of method in the rendering of a particular character. Othello vied with 
Othello when Macready or Forrest or Kean played the Moor; Hamlet challenged 
Hamlet from Garrick’s day to Booth’s. And as the reviewers contrasted one with 
the other and weighed one against the other, so did the actor stand in a steady and 
brilliant glare of critical comment. But the modern stage is concerned with no 
such contrasts and no suci. development of genius i’ the bud, sprouting as a page 
at court and blossoming as a mighty Richard or a wondrous Lear. 

Tke actor who arrives today departs tomorrow. The characterization that ‘s 
silhoue-ted against a dark background of mediocrity is a nine weeks’ wonder; the 
man who conceives and executes it is a pedestaled hero for a similar length of timo; 


and then both are lost in the rush of other and newer fashions. The handy swords-| 


man has his romantic hour and is forgotten; the ardent lover blisters the furniture 
and the scenery for a season and is gone; the bustling millionaire shouts in dollar

The scenario 
simply is a synopsis of the play, a deacrip- 
tion of the acts, scenes, and characters. 

On March 15 the scenarios will be turned 
over to the judges, who will have four weeks 
in which to read them and select the best. 
April 16 the authors of the scenarios which 
the judges believe have the most dramatic 
possibilities will be notified to elaborate the 
scenarios into finished plays. They will de 
given until June 1 to write the plays, which 
will be submitted again to the judges for the 
final awards.

White Rats Will Give 
Benefit Performance. 


The Organization of vaudeville performers 
known as the White Rats was established 
as a protective and fraternal association at 
a meeting held in New York June 17, 1900. 


There were only eight men at the first meet- 


ing—George Fuller Golden, Nat Haines, Da- 
vid Montgomery, Samuel Morton, Tom Lewis, 
Albert Stinson, Mark Murphy, and Sam Ryan 
—but th were of sufficient prominence to 
give the order prestige at once, and it was 
not long before every prominent vaudevyil- 
nan in the coun had become a member. 
Mr. Golden was the most energetic of the 
promoters and his work in its behalf ruined 
his health and caused his retirement from the 
stage 


The most notable episode in the history of 
the order occurred in February, 1901, when, 


owing to dissatisfaction over general condi- 
tions, a strike was declared affecting all 


vaudeville actors in the United States and 
Canada. Many theaters were forced to close 
their doors, but when a compromise was 
arranged the organization was badly crip- 
pled. From a membership of 1,200 the order 
waned until only sixty-three adherents re- 
mained in 1906, and the society had a debt of 
$17,000. In 1006 it took on new life, and it 
has increased steadily from that time until 
now there are 4,000 names on its rolls. The 
proceeds from a benefit performance to be 
given in the Grand opera house tonight will 
go to the charity fund of the order, out of 
which members in distress are aided. 

Daniel Frohman, the New York manager 
and president of the Actors’ Fund, will ar- 
rive in Chicago on March 3, to direct the 
entertainment to be given on March 11 in the 
Auditorium theater for the Actors’ Fund.

After all, could we ever dream of the higher 
tasks but for t lower duties? Could we 
ever fit ourselve#for any greater work but by 
the faithful doing of that which seems so lit- 
tle? Are we not learning the greater by means 
of the less? And, beside, can we be always 
quite sure which is the greater and which the 
less? 

It may be that the plowmen is really doing 
a finer work than the poet, for what is the 
real measure of all our work? Is the chief 
executive of a.raeilroad system necessarily 
doing that which is more sublime than the 
work of some father who, for the love of lit- 
tle ones, bears the yoke of servitude? Neither 
the wage nor the work itself is the measure, 
but the worker. 

Often the burdens that seem td threaten 
to break us are the ones that make us. The 
discipline of the dull task is the refining pot 
where the gold of lite itself is produced. But 
for their grinding -necessities lives would all 
be only dull pebbles; the jewels are di 
ered by the lapidary called sometimes duty 
and sometimes adversity. 

Only as we see life in the light ot᷑ t high- | 
er values does the necessity for the ¢onflict 

duty and desire ap and the 
meaning of the toil and hardship become evi- 
dent. Because man belongs to a nobler order 


| which is in the making he learns not simply to 


endure but to delight in the toils of the pres- 
ent, to fight circumstance, to show himself 
master of his fate, and to find the life that 
strikes its roots so deep into eternity that 
neither parching drought nor elaine flood af- 
fect its prosperity.

punished. But it is ridiculous to imagine 

that their work, which is of such {nestimable 
advantage to the public, can be performed 
“without examining the contents of suspected 
letters, and thus violating the secrecy of the 
mails. 


Americans who have been raising their 


voices during the last few weeks in protest 
against the opening of any letter confided 
to the post, even by the United States in- 
spectors, should remember all that these use- 
ful functionaries have accemplished in the 
way of the detection and the bringing to 
justice of wrongdoers, and in the prevention 
of crime; They should also bear in mind 
that there is no government in the world, 
civilized or uncivilized, which does not exer- 


cise an analogous supervision over the mails 


intrusted to it for conveyance. 

Theoretically, all-the powers forming part 
of the international postal union are com- 
mitted to the doctrine of inviolability of the 
‘mails. But not one of them adheres to it in 
practice. It goes without saying that the 
state cannot consent to promote the designs 
of malefactors by carrying their messages 
back and forth, and by acting as a means 
of communication between them. 

— 

That is why the postal department of 
every country is equipped with a bureau 
which is popularly known by the name of 
the black cabinet. Many statesmen have 
scoffed at the notion and denounced it asa 
myth. But others, equally reliable, have ad- 
miltted its existence, their admissions, usual- 
ly reluctant, receiving plenty of confirmation. 
by hard, incontrovertible-fact. The black 
cabinet consists of that corps of men who 

e skilled in the art of opening letters and 
mail packages and of reclosing them with- 
out trace of their handiwork in the event of 
the contents proving harmless. 5 

Abroad, as also here in America, these in- 
spectors of the postal department are men 
of considerable experience and acumen, who, 
by dint of long training, are able to form a 
pretty shrewd guess of the nature of the 
chrrespondence that passes through their 
hands. Sometimes it ia the handwriting, 
sometimes the postmark, or even the feel of 
the letter or the texture of the paper, that 


} attracts their attention. One thing is cer- 


tain. They seldom—very seldom, indeed— 
make a mistake. One rarely hears of a per- 
fectly inhocent and harmless letter being 
tampered with in the mails, delayed, or lost, 
Honest, bona fide industry, trade, and finance 
seldom, if ever, complain or ~— any cause 
to do so. ba 
b —— 

Criminals whose correspondence has been 
tampered with or has been stopped or con- 
fiscated likewise find it prudent to maintain 
a discreet silence. It is only now and again 
that political antagonism or diplomatic indis- 
cretion brings to light the fact that the 
mails are subjected to a constant, careful, 
and lynx eyed supervision, and it is doubtful 
whether the people of the United States 
would even have thought of the matter had 
it not been for the recent controversy be- 


tween the president and Senator Tillman in 


connection with the abuse . legislative 


| franking privileges, 


Whereas here in America crime consists 
solely of infractions of the law of the land, 
in most foreign countries enmity and even 
mere opposition to the government are con- 
strued as such. The border line between of- 
fenses that are political and those that are 
nonpolitical is so ill defined as to be almost 
imperceptible, and, owing to the practice of 
certain political cults in resorting to felony 
and outrage to emphasize their views, to ter- 
rorize their foes, and to carry out their ends, 
it is difficult to blame the old world police 
and the postal inspectors of foreign countries 
if their supervision of the correspondence of 
politicians committed to criminal methods 
occasionally leads them to tamper with the 
mail of politicians who restrict their warfare 
against the government to purely donstitu- 
tional means. The result is that the letters 
of any man of importance are liable to be 
opened and examined when passing through 
the foreign posteffices. 

> 

Of course, this assertion will be strenuous- 
ly denied, but the fact remains that through- 
out the greater part of the last twelve or 
fourteen years of the nineteenth century the 
correspondence passing between the mem- 
bers of the various factions of th Irish home 
rule party and their sympathizers and friends 
here in the United States was subjected to 
the closest scrutiny at St. Martins le Grand— 


that is to say, the general péstoffice in Lon- | 


don. There was not an Irish politician of 
note in those days who did not have reason 
to complaitrthat his letters had been held up, 
delayed, and investigated, and Sir Robert 
Anderson, so long the head of the criminal 
investigation department at Scotland Yard, 

and others associated with him in the watch- 
ing of the militant element of the home rule 
camp, have virtually admitted in print and 
by word of mouth that it was through clews 
obtained from letters opened and examined 
in the postoffice that they were enabled to 
frustrate dynamite outrages. 

Nor has the English government content 
ed itself with watching the mails of those 
whom it had reason to believe to be 
connected, directly or indirectly, with 
wartare upon itself. It sometimes per- 
forms this service for foreign powers. 
From time .immemorial it has offered 
an asylum within its borders to foreign 
political refugees. . But it will not, if it can 
help it, permit them to abuse this hospitality 
by organizing on British soil outrages of a 
criminal character against friendly powers. 
It may safely be assumed that all the corre- 
spondence of the Russian Terrorists in Eng- 

d, of the Portuguese and Spanish Repub- 
hs co possibly that, too, of the advanced 
wing of the French Royalists, is investigated 
when any of it happens to pass through the 
‘English mails; and we have official admis- 
sions that when Mazzini, that arch Italian 
conspirator who aimed at the restoration of 
the Roman republic embracing al!
